Deciduous  Trees 


It  is  an  old  saying  that  “The  best  is  the  cheapest  in  the 
long  run”  and  this  applies  probably  more  nearly  to  nursery 
stock  than  any  other  thing.  The  difference  in  price  between 
a poor  tree  and  a good  tree  is  comparatively  little,  only  a few 
cents,  but  the  results  cannot  be  measured  in  dollars  and  cents. 

Our  trees  are  frequently  transplanted,  to  establish  a good 
root  system,  they  are  “staked”  so  that  every  tree  is  grown 
with  a perfectly  straight  trunk  and  the  heads  of  the  trees  are 
kept  pruned  into  symmetrical  shape.  Our  soil  is  heavily  fer- 
tilized and  the  trees  are  given  constant  cultivation  and  no 
effort  spared  to  produce  the  very  best  quality.  These  facts 
should  all  be  taken  into  consideration  when  comparing  our 
prices  with  those  of  other  nurseries.
